At an adjonrned meeting of the 


miners of Peavine Mining District, 
held at the Golden Eagle Hotel on 
the 23tl day of May, A. D. 1875, to 
hear the report of the Committee ap- 
pointed at a previons meeting, said 
Committee reported as follows: 


MB. CHAIRMAN:—Yonr Committee 


' appointed at a former miners meeting 


to examine the By-Laws and report 
at this meeting, whether, and in 
what respect, said By-Laws should 
be amended, now report that we have 
examined said By-Laws and find the 
same, proper and sufficient for the 
government of the District, except 
article seventh, for which we recom- 
mend the following substitute: 


AKTICLE 7TH. 


An annual election shall be held 


in the District on the second Satur- 
day of July in each year, at which 
shall be elected by ballot, a District 
Recorder to serve for one year there- 
after and nntil his successor is elect- 
ed and qualified, and when a vacancy 
occurs by death or otherwise in said 
office, an election may be held upon 
five days public notice, to elect a 
Eecorder to serve the nnexpired 
term. 


The Beeorder elect shall, before 


entering upon (he duties execute an 
official bond to the State of Nevnda 
with one or more sureties in the 
penal sum of 81,000 to be approved 
by the Commissioners of the County 
of Washoe, and to be recorded in the 
office of the Kecorder of Washoe 
County, and take the official oath 
prescribed by the laws of the State of j 
Tsevada. 


The office hours of the District 


Kecortler shall be from !) o'clock 
A. M. until 4 o'clock P. M. and he 
shall note upon each notice of loca- 
tion of a mining claim the exact 
time of his receiving, and filing the 
same. 
He shall keep the District 


Records in a proper manner and 
and have the same at all times, safely 
•under control of himself or deputy 
or clerk, and shall cause the same to 
be open to pubiia inspection at all 
times during business hours, ami 
shall deliver the same to his sue- j 
cessor in office. 


He shall have power to appoint 


one or more deputies, for whose acts 
he shall be responsible. 


ADEXI>A. 


It was suggested to your Commit- 


tee by a number of mine owners 
from Reno, that Article 8 be so 
amended as to provide for two elec- 
tion precincts in the District; but 
Ihig your Committee deem tinadvisa- 
ble, for if the District is too large to 
make it a hardship and inconvenient 
to meet and vote iu one place at an 
unnu:il election, the same objection 
in a much greuter degree would ap- 
ply to having almost daily business 
transactions at the Recorder's office 
nt one place in the District, and if 
tliix is »n evil of so much magnitude, 
we think the proper remedy would 
lw to divide the District. This mat- 
ter, however, we leavpfor j'ouraction.
